Where food is lacking in’ quantity 
plants will contract their growth and 
devote all the food that is possible to 
the production of the 
seed It is « well known fact that any- 
thing which checks the growth of the 
plant tends to make it flower first, and, 
if possible, produce seed. It seems as 
if the plant reatizes that its own life is 
in danger and takes the shortest cut to 
the reproduction of its kind ; and in so 
doing often pinches itself and is very 
economical'for the sake of future gen- 
erations. 

Compostino is the art of mixing or- 
ganic matter, such as straw, muck, 
dead animals, etc., that must undergo 
decompsoition before become 
available as plant food, with inorganic 
matter that will absorb and retain the 
valuable that the organic matter 
would otherwise let pass into the air 
and thus be lost. Such a mixture must 
be kept moist, but not exposed to rains 
that would wash away the valuable 
soluble salts. Stable manure and 
muck make an excellent basis for 
a compost heap, with which ashes, 
leached and fresi lime, weeds (not in 


seed), waste matters, etc., can be mix-, 
ed. 


Lace on Srockx.—A number of let- 
ters ask for remedies for lousy stock. 
Vermin of some kind very frequently 
infest domestic animals; they are 
mostly of the louse type; sulk one 
sitic animals that must be removed by 
the application of some insecticide. A 
number of substances have been used 
to a greater or leas extent, of which a 
few are mentioned below :—One 
of Tobacco and six ounces of 
boiled in two quarts of Water, to which 
Soft Soap enough is added to make a 
thick paste, has proved a good ver- 
min salve. A  mixtare of Carbolic 
Acid and Soft Soap in the proportion 
of one to four makes a compound 
to apply, and very effectual. _ Shortly 
after, the parts to which the soap mix- 
ture has been applied should be washed 
with pure water and a non-drying oil 
rubbed on. Oil of Turpentine and 
Lard Oil, equal parts, with a little Car- 
bolic Acid, is perhaps the most conve- 
nient mixture to make, and effectual 
in its application. Animals that are 
affected with vermin need better care 
and higher feeding in order to overcome 
the drain that those parasites make 
upon the system.

- OUR MON INDUSTRizs. 
What te Doing in the Madce Mines. 


An impression seems to prevail, outside the 
immediate neighborhood of the mining dis- 
trict, that little or nothing is doing in the 
Madoc iron mines at the present time. This 
is a very erroneous impression, and with the 
object of giving our readers an idea of what is 
now being done a representative of the Revirw 
paid a flying visit to the principal mines in 
this locality on Saturday last. The first one 
visited was the Hematite mine, on the gravel 
Here a force of twenty-one*men are at 


engaged in drawing the ore to the railway 
track. The ore is raised from the bottom of 
the mine te the wagons by means of a steam 
hoist, from 100 to 125 tons being taken out 
daily. We were informed by Mr. Charles 8. 


Mitchell that some extensive alterations and 
improvements at this mine are contemplated, 
among others ae the substituting of a 
skip road’’ i of the hoist now in use 
for bringing up the ore to the surface, which 
would enable them to get out about four times 
as much as thev are able to do by their pre- 
sent means. A couple of shafts have been 
sunk at the bottom of the mine as a test of 
the extent of the ore before they undertake 
such an expensive work, and we believe the 
company are thoroughly satisfied with the 
resnit, There is every indication of iron in 
unlimited quantities, as deep as they like to 
go, and if the projected improvements are 
carried out, things will be decidedly lively 
around there this fall. The number of . men 
will be largely increased as the work gets in 
regular running order. 

From there we visited the Seymour mine, 
and found the work “rushing.”’ About 
twenty-five men are at present employed. A 
large new blacksmith shop has just been erec- 
ted, and other necessary buildings are in 
course of construction. A steam drill is here 
employed, which effects a great saving of 
labor. The engine and hoisting apparatus is 
situated in the bottom of the main shaft, the 
ore being raised from below to the tramway 
cars where it is sorted and run out to be load- 
ed. From the improvements that are being 
made at this mine there appears to be no fear 
of the business ‘ playing out’’ very soon. 

At the Sexsmith mine Mr. Munson is 

mshing things vigorously, forty-five men 
ing employed, and nine teams engaged 
drawing to the railway track. This force, we 
were informed, will also be increased in a 
week or two, and it isevident a big business 
is intended to be done here for some time to 
come. The ore, both for quality and quan- 
tity, is all that could be desired. 

A call was also made at Messrs. Lee & Co's. 
Slaté Quarry, where operations, during the 
past month or so, have assumed large propor- 
tions. They are now getting out a fine quality 
of slate at a depth of between 30 and 40 feet, 
and have on hand a large quantity ready 
trimmed for building purposes, a nice speci- 
men of which we-rave now in our office. We 
have no doubt but that they will succeed in 
establishing an extensive business in this 
line, 

Since writing the above we learn that 
Messrs. Dickson and Campion, of, Belleville 
have purchased Mr. Lee's interest in the

Water “Pelescopes for Watching the

Ona perfectly calm 
day, when the surface of the sea was like a 
mirror, 1 have seen scallops netted at Port 
Valencia, in from three to four fa- 

thoms of water, and on other occasions, on the 
west coast I have plainly studied the bottom 
of the sea to a far greater depth, while fisher- 
men have told me that on such calm days 
they have seen the bottom in over forty or 
fifty fathoms. Such calm days are of rare 
occurrence, and if there is the least ripple on 
the surface you cannot see into the water. 
The use of the telescope, therefore, is to get 
below the disturbed surface into solid water. 
I made oa water-telescope that I found very 
effective. It was a tin map case, about three 
inches in diameter, and about three and a half 
feet long. 1 took off the top and knocked out 
the bettom, and looked through the tube 
when the end was about a foot, or a foot and 
a half below the surface. I had no glass in it, 
bat a “—_ be an advantage, as it 
would a column of air in the tube, and 
thus prevent the water oscillating in it.

The ap- 
ples are ground and put into shallow holders 
where sige ig left to ferment for a couple 
of days, then pressed and the juice put di- 
rectly into old vinegar casks i 
mother of a { the weather is coo 
the casks are p where they will be kept 
warm, and in a few months the vinegar may 
be drawn off into clean vessels, The chief 
auxiliary to —s vinegar quickly is 
exposing the flaid to the air at a mild tem- 
perature, but for the best cider vinegar, 
where haste ia not necessary, it is better to 
extract and barrel the cider, allowing it to 
ferment as in the best process of cider mak- 
ing, and then using the cider as desired. 
Most cider vinegar, and perhaps the best, is 
made by leaving the bung open and allow- 
ing the change to take place gradually, which 
will be in a longer or shorter time as the 
temperature is warmer or cooler. 

Namerous methods are in practice by 
large manufacturers who purchase large 
quantities of cider and expose it to the air in 
large vate in various ways. One process is 
to allow the cider to run slowly over beech 
shavings ; another allows it to trickle down 
over boards or shelves, while still another 
process is to force bubbles of air through the 
liqaor continuously. 

A French method consists in scaldi 
barrele with water and then pouring boiling 
vinegar into them and rolling them unti) the 
barrels are thoroughly saturated, when the 
barrels are filled about one-third full of cider 
vinegar,and some two gallons of cider pour-
